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JT was at Galtech recently. 

Professor Robert Welling* 
ton was lecturing on the cur- 
rent war. Dr. Wellington was 
saying that war, while it ac- 
celerated scientific research, 
did not produce any great dis- 
coveries. At least this hadn't 
so far. 

"But Professor," said Chris- 
tian after the lecture, "I was 
under the impression that this 
war had produced countless 
amazing devices for the bene- 
fit of mankind, not only in war 
but afterwards. What about 
radar — new findings in plas- 
tics — the various new metals?" 

Professor Wellington laugh- 
ed. 'True. We have unearthed 
some new finds. But actually 
most- of our so-called 'discov- 
eries' are merely new applica- 
tions of old ones*" 

Professor went on to explain 
his stand in the matter. He 
claimed that this war has de- 
veloped new methods by the 
substitution of common for 
rare materials that will permit 
postwar industry to manufac- 
ture at lower costs, but that no 
radical change in our dailv 
life appears as the result of 
war-born research. 

To emphasize the point, he 
said that the pilotless bomb, 
touted as a secret weapon, is 
a poor substitute for control- 
led and directed bombing from 
planes. 

This failure to reach new 
discoveries, Wellington said, 
is due to the fact that energies 
are being devoted to the pro- 
duction of weapons. 



He said he doubts the feas- 
ibility of the jet-propelled 
plane because of the cost fac- 
tors involved. He added that 

■ m 

although rocket bombs capable 
of traversing the ocean are pos- 
sible, their inaccuracy would 
be so great as to all but nullify 
their military value. 

Jimmy was a little put out 
by this discussion. He wasn't 
sure of the Profs logic. He 
decided to prove him wrong if 
possible. It didn't require 
much research to learn several 
things that made the Prof's 
argument rather thread-bare. 
For instance, Jimmy learned 
that Mars is bad — with one ex- 
ception: he drives men to think 
and act. The grim red god is 
the world's greatest mass killer 
and despoiler, but he is also 
the greatest builder and giver 
of life. 

On December 7, 1941, 
scientists in America donned 
seven-league boots; since then 
their stride has become im- 
measurable. Throughout the 
world the call to arms is the 
signal for its Thinkers to put 
their heads together. In a fren- 
zy of haste they formulate in- 
credible plans for the destruc- 
tion of the enemy; and, during 
each war, they come up with 
discoveries and developments 
for prolonging life and bene- 
fitting mankind that a century 
of peace would never produce. 

So war, much as it is dread- 
ed and hated, has its compen- 
sations. The Napoleonic Wars, 
for example, gave us the art 
of canning food; the Civil War 



introduced condensed milk; 
World War I hastened the de- 
velopment of evaporated milk, 
among other things. And this 
war? So far as Jimmy could 
find, the scientists of every na- 
tion pulled the stops on their 
imaginations and went on a 
mad spree of inventing. Hie 
result of their findings, in spite 
of the destruction and loss of 
life, may well advance civiliza- 
tion several centuries. 

* • 

To attempt listing all the 
inventions and new applica- 
tions of the last few war years 
would require volumes. The" 
fields of communication, trans- 
portation and medicine per- 
haps have benefitted most. We 
have been given a taste of the 
wonders of television, the fan- 
tastic possibilities of radar, 
with its score or more of peace- 
time applications. We've heard 
of the great field for postwar 
plastics, the discovery of many 
new metals. But vast industrial 
strides have been made too and 
agricultural development will 
soon see the day when auto- 
matic plowing of large areas 
done in a spiral pattern will 
successfully combat Nature's 
persistent soil erosion. 

25 years ago a trek of 1000 
miles required several days. 
Today, any spot on Earth is 
but a few hours away. All 
modes of travel have been 
made comparatively safe. 
Glance at the statistics on avia- 
tion at the end of the first year 
of World War I. Out of every 
100 pilots killed during that 
period, two died as a result of 






enemy action, eight from de- 
fective equipment and 90 from 
physical defects. 

Illness and disease killed 
58,073 men in the first World 
War. The percentage of deaths 
from such causes in this war 
are almost negligible. Because 
of the sulfa drugs, penicillin, 
a complete knowledge of blood 
plasma, plus startling new 
techniques in surgery, the arm- 
ed forces salvage nearly 90 
percent of their casualties. 
Gangrene, tetanus, fever and 
pneumonia — the scourges of 
earlier battles — have been con* 
quered. 

Prior to three years ago, ter- 
ribly disfigured men — which 
all wars produce — were forced 
to go through life ashamed 
and, in many cases, fearful of 
facing their fellow men. Head 
and face disfigurements are 
still high on the list of casual- 
ties, but today men leave mil*, 
itary hospitals with, quite 
often, whole new faces. The 
super-science of nerve, bone, 
skin and tissue grafting, and 
a comprehensive knowledge of 
plastic surgery (all products of 
this war), is assurance that bat- 
tle-scarred men shall no longer 
be compelled to hide from the 
world because of horrible de- 
formities and the certain 
neuroses they produce. 
[ The current war has given 
us soldiers the like of which 
was never seen before. He is 
thoroughly trained ere he 
leaves for the front, and he 
goes in perfect physical and 
mental condition. Because of 
psychiatry and psychology and 
numerous scientific tests, he 
* put into a branch of service 
for which he is fitted — a far 
cr y from previous wars. He'll 
r eturn a better man than he 
w *s before because of the edu-

cation and training he was giv- 
en. 

In this war Uncle Sam is 
not only a body builder, he 
is a thorough-going schoolmas- 
ter. Many a GI Joe entered 
the ranks unable to read or 
write, and knowing no trade. 
In a few months time he re- 
ceived a primary education, 
was given a new, brighter out- 
look, and sent off to war. When 
he returns he will be a model 
in his community, a better cit- 
izen, a far more capable man 
than if there had been no war 
with its opportunities. If he is 
hospitalized, he may take up 
nearly any trade or profession 
and receive excellent instruc- 
tion free of charge. 

Yes, this modern streamlin- 
ed war has given and is still 
giving, thousands of men a 
chance which they would never 
have received had Mars re- 
mained dormant. 

But of all the good things 
of World War II, perhaps the 
most important is the universal 
understanding and cooperation 
and the interchange of ideas 
and ideals it has provided*- 
Through forced marches mas- 
ses of people in the costumes 
of armies are scaling the loft- 
iest peaks, traversing the low- 
lands, enduring extremes of 
heat and cold — and advancing 
knowledge and goodwill in all 
lands. Trained personnel of the 
highest physical standards are 
imparting their scientific and 
spiritual knowledge to the mul- 
titudes in distant nations. 
Friendly hands .are reaching 
across nearly every border. In 
turn, their learnings are ac- 
cumulating through contact 
and social observations with 
peoples throughout the world. 

The true scientist has two 
master*. The first is his pa- 



* 

triotism to his own country. 
The other is his desire to 
spread scientific knowledge got, 
that all men may be helped. 

Not even a total war can 
stop the universal march of 
truth. Instead, it accelerates it. 
Science plays a nationalistic 
part in every war, but the 
search for scientific truth 
among good men everywhere 
is above the greeds and hates 
of war. 

For example, our govern- 
ment is saving for the scien- 
tists of Japan and Germany 

the finest of our scientific and 
literary publications. ITiis is 
being done by that little-known 
government agency — the Inter- 
national Exchange Office, lo- 
cated in the basement of the 
Smithsonian Institution. The 
publications will be delivered 
when peace comes. 

If the practice of other wars 
is followed, the Axis nations 
are doing the same for Us. Af- 
ter World War I, Germany, 
Austria-Hungary and Turkey' 
sent their wartime scientific lit- 
erature to Uncle Sam's scien- 
tists as promptly as possible. 

War definitely has its com- 
pensations. Only a few years 
ago, analysts would have look- 
ed aghast at the discoveries 
made by scientists during the 
past two years. They would 
have cried "Impossible!" And 
there are greater discoveries 
in store for these scientists, 
heady with the success of their 
findings, are plunging on and 
will continue to plunge on 
seeking new marvels. 

Here is a fact Jimmy turned 
up: During the 7,000 years of 
recorded history, the world has 
enjoyed only 330 years of 
peace!
